Some programs will be dealing with repression in our society 
that is not so subtle, such as the two programs on "Corpor- 
ate War Crimes," The first one is scheduled for August 23rd 
and the second is on the 24th. Another program is a retro- 
spective look at the treatment of Japanese Americans during 
World War II, "Pride and Shame," scheduled August 10th.

During the month of August we are presenting three separate 
symposiums, The first is "Metro's Coming Out Party." This 
hearing was one event but for listening ease we have pro- 
duced four separate programs, The entire hearing will be 
contained in the four programs, The subject is the proposed 
Metro Rapid Transit System which will be voted on this fall 
by King County residents. 


The second series is the symposium on "Washington Courts II," 
This was a three day gathering which will be presented as 
eight programs. The major addresses are given as separate 
programs, as are the panel discussions, The subjects cover- 
ed are in relatton to the Court System as it stands and as 

it could be improved, 


The third series is the longest; ten programs of varying 
length, ‘This is the symposium on "Shoreline Management." 
This series involves discussion on two issues that voters 
will decide on this fall. The November 7th ballot will in- 
clude Initiative 43, which places responsibility for man- 
agement on the state; and alternative measure 43B, which is 
now law as the Shoreline Management Act of 1971. 43B needs 
voter approval in order to remain in effect after December 
6, 1972. 438 is backed by several important lobbyists and 
pressure groups. 43B came out of the legislature, unlike 
Initiative 43 which was written by a group of private citi- 
zens. 438 places responsibility for management on locally 
elected officials. The subject of shoreline management is 
considered in all aspects and from many points of view. 

Not all of the speakers agree as to which of the two alter- 
natives is best. In fact, there is a good deal of differ- 
ence of opinion reflected in this series.
